The President’s nt’s Letter of Accep- 
tance In a Few Days. 


OAKES ON POSSIBLE ADJOURNMENT. 


Mir. Randall's Condition i¢ Reported as 
Greatly Improved—Mr. Mills on the 
Political Situation—Other News. 


Wasnixaton, September 5.—[{Special.]— 
The president will give out his formal letter 
of acceptance in a few days. The republicans 
are very anxious to see it, and the democrats 
will take great pleasure in reading it. 

The republican papers are complaining of 
the prosident’s delay in giving out the letter, 
but there has been much delay on the republi- 
can side in making out the party policy. The 
Chicago platform declared for protection and 
against trusts. Mr. BJaine has since declared 
for trusts. Mr. Harrison has intimated that 
there ought to be areduction of taxes. Mr. 
Sherman has declared against trusts. Mr. 
McKinly has insisted upon more protection, 

Wnd the republican scuators have been an- 
nonnecd as endeavoring to prepare a tariff 
bill. 

The president has not failed to observe that 
the republicans are attempting to repair their 
platforin which they now find full of faults 
and highly unpopular. On the other hand he 
finds the democratic party solidified and work- 
ing as one man for victory. The issue is clearly 
made up between the two parties, and the 
president does not regard itas probable that 
anything the republicans may now do before 
the election will materially change the rela- 
tions of the contending organizations. With- 
out waiting for the utterances of the senate to 
discover by its tariff bill whether it is to de 
clare for the present taxes or higher taxes, he 
will give his letter of acceptance to the notifi- 
cation committee. It willbe seen now ina 
very few days. 

Oates on Adjournment, . 

tepresentative Oates, of Alabama, surprised 
the members of the house no little today when 
he introduced a joint resolution providing for 
the adjournment of congress on Thursday, the 
20th of September. When the resolution was 
read by the clerk there was such applause as 
has seldom been heard in the house. Both 
parties joined in and from every section 
of the hall came cries of “‘yote, vote, vote,”’ 
which showed plainly that a very large major- 
ity of members favored it. However, although 
itis a privilege motion, Mr. Oates allowed it to 
be referred to the ways and means committee. 

In conversation with your correspondent this 
afternoon, Mr. Oates said that the resolution 
was not previously agreed upon by the demo- 
cratic leaders, but was his own idea, one which 
he could not say met with the approbation of 
the democratic leaders. In fact, he had con- 
sulted with some of his colleagues, and he 
found a few of them were not in favor of such 
a step at present for the reason that they felt 
confident the republican senate would accept 
it without hesitatiov, and then complain to 
the country that the democrats adjourned 
without allowing them time to report their 
tariff bill, 

Mr. Oates says that the people-of this coun- 
try have sufficient knowledge to understand 
that the senate: is republican, and can cither 
reject or accept the resolution as they see fit. 
If they accept it and do not report a tariff 
bill, the people have sense enough to under- 
stand that they do not wish to report a bill, or 
else cannot agree upon one, and will censure 
the republicans accordingly. Mr. Oates says 
by the 20th the republicans will have had the 
house tariff bill in committee sixty days pre- 
paring a substitute for the same, and lie thinks 
that sufficient time. 

Mr. Oakes continued: “I intend to bring 
this matter to a vote inthe house. I have 
allowed the resolution to go to the ways and 
meuns committee. Thereisa quorum of the 
committee in town, and if they do not report 
in two or three days I shall introduce another 
resolution to the same effect and demand a 
vote upon itin the house. I do not make this 
statement as a threat, but I think it useless for 
congress to remain in session when all business 
ean be disposed of in two weeks. I do not be- 
lieve in continuing the session simply for cam- 
paign purposes on either side. So far as the 
democracy is concerned not a day longer is 
necessary to define its position in any of the 
issues atstake, and. as for the republicans, 
they could not extricate themselves from the 
embarrassment that now surrounds them if 
they had twenty years instead of two months, 
in which, if at all, it must be done.’’ 

Mr. Randall's Health. 
teports have recentiy reached here of a 
very decided improvement in Mr. Randall’s 
condition, and that there is now no doubt but 
that he will soon have regained his accus- 
tomed health and strength. 

‘Today the appropriations committee, of 
which he is chairman, passed resolutions, 
which were mailed to him. The members 
expressed their pleasure at learning of his im- 
proved condition, and congratulated him upon 
thesame. They regret his enforced absence. 

Mr. Mills and the Campaign. 

Mr. Mills returned here today, after a pro- 
tracted trip, during which he went as far west 
as Chicago andas far east as Boston. He 
madea number of speeches® during his ab- 
sence, and was everywhere received with en- 
thusiasm. He says the outlook for the democ- 
racy is extremely bright and, in his opinion, 
there is no room to doubt the success of Cleve- 
land and Thurman in November.

American se nator,and 
hel 1 that the fact of his having once been a 
slave holder should be no impeachment of that 
right. The civil war was over, and a sad ca- 
lamity it had been to him and his. If he had 
had one wish above all other wishes, since that 
unfortunate conflict ended, it had been that 
American politics and American statesman- 
ship should be so condacted that the wounds 
on either side made by that conflict, might be 
healed. Butifit were for the purpose of es- 
tablishing ~ the _ political inferiority of 
the white southern men that war 
had been waged, war might be commenced 
again, forsolong as any “decent white man 
lived at the south he would claim for his heri- 
tage an equality with all other American citi- 
zens. 

Coming to a discussion of the treaty he un- 
dertook to prove the cofrectuess of the state- 
ment made by him the other day, and denicd 
by Mr. Teller, that the lawful introduction of 
Chinese into this country was the result of the 
action of the republican party. Hle sketched 
a history of the legislation affecting Chinese 
immigration, and q! toted large ly from 
the speeches cf  disiinguished répub- 
licans in defense oi admission and of the 
naturalization of Chinamen, and said: “There 
is the record which your party has made.

Mr. Belmont’s Strong Rejoinder, 

Mr, Belmont, of New - York, followed Mr. 
Phelps, saying in his opening remarks: ‘Or- 
dinarily I should consider it a most serious and 
ditticult undertaking to reply to the arguments 
of my colleagues upon the committce on. for- 
eign affairs, the gentleman from Lllinois, 
(Hitt) and the gentleman from New Jerscy, 
(Phelps), for [have had long experience of 
thegskill and ingenuity of both of these gentle- 
men upon such questions, and greatly respect 
their opinions. But, in this ‘instance, after 
hearing their arguinents on this measure, and 
remembering that in not one Single sentence 
has either of them declared his intention to 
vote against the bill, and after hearing such 
remarks as they have made upon it, my only 
difticulty is to believe that even 
those who may be politically op- 
posed to the president of the United 
States should, in such a grave crisis as this, 
charge upon him motives inconsistent with bh is 
duty—so bravely and well performed—to guard 
and protect the rights of American citizens 
and to maintain the dignity aud honor of the 
nation. We are not democrats and we are not 
republicans when confronted with unfriendly 
acts of a foreign power. In the last congress a 
controversy arose between the two houses over 
a similar measure. I do not deem it improper 
for me to say that at the time of the prepara- 
tion of the bill adopted by the house in ‘ISS7 ; 
the president was consulted in regard to the 
power to be vested in him, and I now state 
to the house that at that time he 
desired to have the same measure of 
authority placed in his hands for which 
he now asksin the message before us. The 
senate, however, was unwilling to grant what 
the president and the house considered. sufii- 
cient power to carry out the policy which we 
are now endeavoring to establish. I do not 
think it necessary for me to recall the points of 
difference which then existed.

State Conventions in Three States—Mr Vilas 
Speaks—Thurman Reaches New York— 
Congressional Nominations. 


Cotvmep1, 8. C. September 5.--[Special.}— 
The state nominating convention meets hete 
at 12 o’ciock tomorrow, There 
gates who are divided into two branches, one 
being in favor of the]present government and 
desiring to maintain it, and the other known 
as the Tillman faction, being opposed to the 
present administration, charging ecxtravae 
gance, corruption, etc., and charging Governor 
Richardson with gambling and drinking to ex- 
cess. 

Phe latter faction is caucussing tonight to 
décide on a candidate for governor to oppose 
Jolin Peter Richardson. The present gdv- 
ernor is a meinber of a distingnished family of 
this state. Three of his name, his ancestors, 


have been governors of South Carolina, and 


he was a colonel in the late war. 

A hard fibt is expected tomorrow. In the 
ranks of the Tillmanites are all the dissatis- 
fied elements of the state ex-greenbackers and 
republicans. While they do not atiliate with 
the negroes, they have their sympathy. 

Senator Hampton has come from Washing- 
ton to fight for the maintenance of the govern- 
ment which he inaugurated twelve years ago. 
It is predicted by politicians that if the Till- 
man following get control of the state there 
will be more trouble here than in the dark and 
bloody days of 1876. 


AS SEEN FROM CUARLESTON., 


The Primary Plan and How it Will Effect 
the Counties. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C.,September 5,—[Special. ] 
The democratic state convention meets tomor- 
row, and the biennial hegira to the state capi- 
tal hasalready set in. While there is no tan- 
gible enemy inthe field, it is generally be- 
lieved that there will be a brisk fight in the 
convention. The opposition to the present ad- 
ministration is led by B. R. Tillman, better 
known as the farmers’ ‘‘Moses.”’ 

No candidate has yet been named in opposi- 
tion to Governor Richardson, but it is under- 
Stood that Moses Tillman has several availa- 
ble candidates in his vest pocket, including 
himself and his brother, Congressman Tiil- 
man, and that he will make a fight if he gets 
a fighting chance. 

Politicians here figure the vote in the con- 
vention as follows: For Richardson, 175; 
anti-Richar dson, 118, with three counties to be 
accounted for. 

The most important issue is that of the sys- 
tem of party nomination for state oflicers. The 
Tillmanites favor the primary plan, which, if 
adopted, will almost entirely disfranchise the 
lower counties in the state,

THE OLD ROMAN 


Arrives Safely in New York—Story of the 
Trip—The Speech Tonight. 

New York, September 5.—Judge Thurman 
arrived on time this afternoon. . Upon the ar- 
rival of the train at Jersey City, a crowd of 
two or three thousand people blocked the way 
and cheered almost continually as the judge 
and party, under the escort of the reception 
committee, marched out to the carriages in 
which they were taken across to New York 
and driven to the Fifth Avenue hotel, where 
the judge will stay while in the city. 

A shouting crowd of men and boys kept 
pace with the carriages as they drove up 
town, the hot perspiring faces giving evidences 
of the warmth of their greeting. 

At the hotel the judge retired to his room to 
rest, but a large number of callers were on 
hand. <A few being old and dear friends, were 
received. 

The trip of the night and day has been gen- 
erally pleasant. By keeping quiet the time of 
departure from Columbus, some rest was vb- 
tained during the night, but today impromptu 
receptions were in order all along the line, 
scarcely a town or hamlet failing to exhibit 
some kind of welcome. Judge Thurman stood 
the trip in the way he scems to stand traveling, 
being fresher at the end of the day than at the 
beginning. His appetite is good, his voice 
strong, and he is in every way ready for the 
speech of tomorrow evening.

- Harnispure, Pa., September 5.—Desiring 
rest, Judge 
Thurman and his party kept the hour of their 
departure from Columbus tothemselves. The 
private car of President Brice, of Lake Erie 
and Western railway, had been placed at their 
service, and it was attached to the special 
fast tbroug rhitrain on thePennsylvania road and 
the party w as whirled along at the rate of forty 
miles an hour. The Newark Ohio Advocate 
hadjmade the random statement that the party 
might pass through there at9 o’clock, and a 
crowd of one thousand or more persons was on 
handso as to be sure not to miss seeing the 
judge. He was, however, resting, and after a 
few calls for aspeech, the train moved on. 

Some fast time was made between Stuben- 
ville and Pittsburg, the train beinz half an 
‘hour late, and the rear car rocked like an 
ocean steamer. ‘Thirty miles were made in 
twenty-seven minutes. 

At Altoona about forty railroaders were 
waiting the arrival of the train, hoping for 
and yet, as they said, scarcely expecting a re- 
ception by the judge, owing to tne early hour. 

One hundred and fifty men at Huntingdon 
welcomed the arrival of the train, but the 
judge had not yet awoke, and they contented 
themselves by greeting the private car, 

At Altoona word was received of a reception 
to be tendered at Harrisburg, and it became 
evident that the quiet trip that had been 
planned could not be made.

General—Five Deaths Yesterday. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 5.—[Spee- 
ial.]|—The official bulletin today shows 50 new 
cases and 5 deaths; total cases to date, 385; 
deaths, 42. 

An Appeal for Aid. 

It was understood with Surgeon-General 
Hamilton at yesterday’s conference that the 
government will pay for certain sanitary 
works, but not for nurses, provisions and phy- 
sicians for the sick, who are unable to pay 
these charzes themselves, and for the general 
relief of thousands now out of employment 


and who cannot be accommodated in the in-’ 


adequate camps of refuge. It was decided 
this morning by the executive committee of 
the citizen’s association, in conference with the 
board of health and acting mayor, to issue the 
following appeal: 

To Our Friends and Fellow eitizens of the United 
States; We, the authorized representatives of 
the citizens ot Jaeksonville, recognizing the fact 
that the epidemic has now reached such a stage 
that cur own funds are insufficient either to cope 
with many cases of absolute necessity, for the en- 
gagement of nurses, or the numerous other demands 
upon us; and, 

WHEREAS, Owing to the absence of all business, 
many of the most liberal citizens are unable to 
furnish further funds, we now think we are 
justified 
receiyed from you. We therefore wish our fellory- 
citizens of the United States to know that we will 
gratefully receive the aid they have offered, and 
that any contributions will be used for the benefit 
of those in need, and where they will effect the 
greatest good. We request that any such contribu- 
tions may be forwarded to James M. Schumacher, 
president of the First National bank, and chairman 
of our finance committee.

WHO KILLED HIM? 
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That is the Question Puzzling the 
Coroner’s Jury. 


In Their Investigation Into the Murder of 
Ernest Williams -Traveferring Refiua- 
gees—A Railread Suit for $20,000. 


Macon, Ga., September 5.—[Special.]—Tho 
negroes have taken great interestin the killing 
of Earnest Williams in this city yesterday af- 
ternoon, an account of which was published in 
today’s CONSTITUTION. 

Pursuant to adjournment last night at the 
city hall, the coroner’s jury met today at noon 
at the courthouse to continue the investigation, 
J. A. Dunwoody, a prominent retail grocer, 
foreman, and Editor George Mason, of the 


Budget, seretary. 

Owing to the local interest attached to the 
killing, a synopsis of the testimony of the main 
witnesses today is given. The jury was very 
thorough in the examination. The evidence 
relieves the policeman of the killing and places 
it more on Mr. Dan Lucas than on any one 
else. He is a well known young man of south 
Macon. 

John Pope, colored, sworn, said: When fuss 
first started I was at Stein’sstore. Officer 
Murphy was pursuing Earnest Williams. 
Officer Jeff Johnson came around Mrs. 
Truesdale’s store onjAsh street. Mr. Johnson 
I don’t think he was 
Williams ran up Third street, going 
across the railroad. Mr. Johnson fired once, I 
don’t think le fired to hit Williams. He 
seemed to point his pistol to the ground when 
he fired. Mr. Dan Lucas was bchind Officer 
Johnson when Johnson fired. Lucas then ran 
about twenty feetin front, leveled his pistol 
and fired. Williams thenfell. I never saw 
Mr. Lucas before, but, would know him if he 
was brought ip here. People said it was Dan 
Lucas. Mr. Lucas ran ahead of Officer John- 
son with pistol in his hand. Lucas seemed to be 
about fiftv yards froin Williams. Afier Will- 
jams fell Lucas walked up and looked at him, 
and then went off. Saw no one on a horse 
fire. Isaw only twoshots. Preacher Turner 
and I started torun across the street and tell 
the boy to stop running, that it would be better 
to be arrested than be shot down. Williams 
was so weak that he could not run faster than 
a child. 

Henry Collins, colored, sworn: I was driv- 
ing along Third street with a load of lumber; 
I drive for Hendrix & Willingham; I saw Mr, 
Dan Lucas shoot at Williams; Williams ran 
nearly opposite me; they turned the corner 
and came up Third street the same way I was 
going; when I heard the fuss they were al! be- 
hind me, and soon overtook me; I heard Ofii- 
cer Johnson and Mr. Dan Lueas say ‘‘Stop!’’ 
‘Stop!’’ I did not see Mr. Johnson shoot; saw 
Mr. inees shoot: Mr. Lucas was ahead of Mr. 
Johnson when he shot; Mr. Lucas was about 
twenty or thigty feet from Williams when he 
shot: Williams only ran a few steps after be- 
ing shot and then fell; he was about fifteen 
fect from ine; I heard three shots and saw two 
of them; Lucas fired one of these shots; the 
other shot I saw was -fired by 
some ypolicenran, not Ojitcer Johnson;

Don’t think Johnson fired to kill; think he 
shot to scare him. Mr. Lucas ran ahead of 
Mr. Johnson about ten yards and then fired.

The Procession and the Speeches. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., September 5.—[ Special. }— 
This has been a great day for LaGrange. Vet- 
erans from all sections of Georgia are here. 
But it is an cyidént fact that. the crowd is 
smaller than it would haye been but for the 
bad weather for the past few days. 

It rained in torrents yesterday afternoon, 
which put out the fires in the pits, but last 
night they were burning brightly. 

The barbecue was held in the prove in 
front of the Ben Hill mansion, and a more 
beautiful place conld not have been found.

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THE GROWTH OF AMERICUS. 
A Steady Increase in Cotton Receipts—The 
Advantages of Americus, 

AMERICUS, Ga., September 5.—jSpecial. j— 
There is no denying the fact that as a cotton 
market Americus is nowin the front rank. 
The “commercial capital” of southwest Geor- 
gia takes her place at once and forever among 
the important cities of Georgia in this line, as 
well as all others. These are no meaningless 
words, They are truths based on facts. 

The following comparison will show how 
Americus has grown during the past two years: 
In August, 1886, the receipts for the city were 
only 275 bales. In 1887 receipts for the 
same month were 1,153,and this year the 
August receipts were 2,061.. The incréase of 
the August receipts of this year over those of 
the same month last year was 928, and the in- 
creasé of the receipts of August last year over 
those of the same month the year before was 
858. 

Now, ap increase of 1,736 bales in the re- 
ceipts for the tirst month of the season in two 
years means something, and it will not require 
a sharp eye to detect something great in store 
for Americus. Itimeans that with her ship- 
ping faeilities and competitive railroads this 
little city is established as one of the best trade 
centers in the south. 

Such inducements are being held out to the 
farmers that they bring their cctton here from 
fifty miles in every direction, and send it in by 
the railroads as far as they go. What are 
these inducements? Americus is simply pay- 
ing the highest prices for cotton, the latest 
quotations from Macon being 3 of a cent lower 
than Americus. The figures speak for them- 
selves, and a comparison of the Americns Re- 
corder with the Macon Telegraph will show 
the difference alluded to. 

There are two compresses here that are kept 
busy through the cotton season. One of them 
is owned and operated by the Americus, Pres- 
ton and Lumpkin railroad ¢ompany, the other 
is owned by a local company. With a lively 
competition between these two presses the ex- 
pense of handling cotton is lessened and the 
farmer gets this benefit. 

There are quite a number of cotton buyers 
here, who are all energetic and ready to com- 
pete briskly for the cotton as it is unloaded at 
the warehouses, and even before. And let me 
remark parenthetically that there are no 
cleverer or more gentlemanly buyers in the 
world: 

Many more advantages point to the great 
future that awaits Americus. She has not acit- 
izen who hasnetan abiding faith in her future. 
Every one has worked to make Americus what 
she is, and no one has expécted but that her 
time would come. The time has come when 
there is no donbt of her rapid rise in the ranks 
of —_ cities, and her people rejoice accord- 
ingly. | :

KILLED. 


A Terrible Tragedy Over the Sum of Nine 
Dollars. 
September 5.-—-[Special.]— 
A dispatch from Cameron, this state, says 
that about 8.0’clock this morning, George and 
Charles Aultman, two brothers, who had been 
living with relatives at Hamilton, and whose 
parents reside at Cowgill, were walking to this 
city from Kidder.

Fortunately, nec igs quite a number of 
cotton mills have been established in this state 
in the past ten years, owing to a state law 
which excepts new manuiactories from taxa- 
tion for ten years. 
The grangers of Oconee county met a day or 
two ago and sent a committee to interview a 
of a cotton mill in that vicinity.

The outcome of the interview was that the 
cotton mn any 


mills agreed to buy the 

kind of covering but boards. The 
mills in that section of tee state 
use perhaps 2,000 bales a year, and should they 
all come into the arrangement the situation 
will be considerably improved, at ieast from 
the grangers’ point of view. There are about 
twenty-eight cotton mills in the state, which 
use perhaps 100,000 bales of cotton per annum, 

Trying to Get Even. 

Trouble is reported in some of the agricul- 
tural districts, where cotton packing is now 
in progress. 

News came from Barnwell county of a 
combination among the farmers to reduce the 
wages of farm hands twenty per cent., pre- 
sumably to get even with the cotton bagging 
trust squeeze. The hands claim that they can 
scarcely support themselves honestly on the 

old rate of wages, and have struck. 

Cotton is maturing very fast now, anda 
general strike would involve a serious loss to 
planters. As yet the reduction in wages is 
confined to one county. Should it extend, 
there will be conside rable trouble.

The New York Commercial] Advertiser 
says that it is ‘“‘utter bosh,’’ and proceeds to 
give the names of a number of great authors 


who certainly wrote well before they were 


forty. Of English and American writers it 
says: 

The answer isa very simple matter of record. 
Milton wrote all his shorter poems, including the 
“Hymn on the Nativity,” ‘“Lycidas,” “L’ Allegro” 
and ‘Ii Penseroso”’ and “‘Comns” several years be- 
fore reaching that limit. Shakspeare had written 
“Hamiet’’ by forty, not to speak of several other 
plays which are commonly supposed to be good 
specimens of literature; Dryden was appointed 
poet laureate at thirty-seven; Pope had written 
almost all his poems by forty, including the “Essay 
on Criticistn,”’ “Rape of the Lock,” the “Dunciad’’ 
and the translation of the “Iliad” and ‘“Odyssey:’’ 
Addison had finished the first issue of the “Specta- 
tor; Swift had published “The Tale of a Tub,” 
Goldsmith had written “The Vicar of Wakefield;”’ 
Scott bad composed “The Lay of the Last Min- 
strel;’’ “"Marmion’’ and the “Lady.of the Lake;” 
Byron died at thirty*ix; Thackeray published 
“Vanity Fair’” at thirty#ix and “Pendennis” dur- 
ing the following two years; Dickens by forty had 
written “Pickwick,” “Oliver Twist,” “Nicholas 
Nickleby,’ “Barnaby Rudge,” “Martin Chuzzie- 
wit,” “Dombey and Son,” “David Copperfield” and 
“Bieak House;’’ Tennyson, before he reached the 
limit in question, had produced much of his best 
poetry, including “Locksley Hall,” “The May 
Queen,” ‘Morte d’Arthur,” ‘The Princess,”’ and 
most of ‘In Memoriam; Emerson had published 
one collection of essays and was ready to publish a 
second: Hawihorne had published the “Twice Told 
Tales.”’ , 

This is all very well, but Milton was 
nearly sixty before he produced ‘Paradise 
Lost,’’ and Swift was beyond that age when 
he wrote ‘“Gulliver’s Travels.’’ Scott was 
forty-three before he began writing the 
Waverly novels. Thackeray wrote only two 
of his many novels before he was forty. 
Hawthorne was forty-six before he began 
his serious work in literature. 

_ So much for some of the writers named in 
our contemporary’s list. Now, let us look 
at afew other authors. All of Charles 
Reade’s stories, except one, were written 
after the age of forty. Mrs. Frances Trollope 
was fifty-two when she became an 
She lived to write 150 volumes, and was the 
most voluminous female writer of her time. 
Her son, Anthony, wrote all of his best 
noveis after he was forty, and the same may 
be said of Fielding, Smollett and Cooper. 
Richardson was past fifty before he wrote 
his first story. Fanny Fern was forty be- 
fore she wrote a line to go in print, 

The list might be extended, but it would 
serve no purpose. The fact is, the age of 
forty is simply animaginaryline. It means 
nothing. Some men of thirty are intellect- 
ually in their fifties, while, on the other 
hand, some men of fifty have the freshness 
and daring of young men of thirty. 

Perhaps it will be found that the poets

show the greatest number of men who have 


written well before they passed Renau’s 
limit, while thg novelists wil] show a greater 
proportion of writers who were at their best 
after they stepped over the line.

It is the work and not the age of a man that 
counts in literature.

‘The following letter, from a small town not 
two hundred miles from Atlanta, is only one 
of many of a similar character received at this 
oflice:

I 
want a reputation, and hope you wlll employ me,” 

There is something patnetic in such a let- 
ter. Itsnuggests indefinable yearnings, high 
aspirations and blighted hopes. The writer is 
a young woman who doubtless has been led by 
the success of seyeral newcomers in the lit- 
térary field to believe that a good steel pen, a 
bottle of ink and a quire of paper are all the 
capital that a writer needs. Her modest inti- 
mation that she will be satisfied with smal 
pay, shows thatshe takesa sensible view of 
tlie situation. She ceitainly displays better 
business judgement thana girlin the south- 
west who wrote tous not long ago, offering 
fifty-two shortstories a year at forty dollars 
each.

ATTHE COURT HOUSE. 


An Interesting Case in the Superior Court, 
and Small Cases in the City Court. 

The superior court, Judge Marshall Clarke 
presiding, was occupied all day yesterday with 
the case of J. L. Lowry, administrator of the 
estate of Laban F, Smith, vs. C. J. Simmons. 

The examination of witnesses was concluded 
and the arguments began. The case will prob- 
ably be finished this afternoon. The question 
involved is an  nsdaaiiing one. Mr. Simmons, 
with the knowledge andjconsent of Mr. Smith, 
took out two polices upon the life of Mr. 
Smith, one for £1,500 and one for $10,000. The 
understanding was that Mr. Simmons was to 
pay all dues upon both policies, and in case of 
the death of Mr. Smith, the $10,000 was to be 
paid to-Mr. Simmons, apd the $1,500 to the 
heirs of Mr. Smith. The questionis simply, 
is Mr. Simmons entitled to more than he has 
actually paid out? The $10,000 less the 
amounts actually paid as dunes by. Mr. Sim- 
mons, is claimed by Mr. Lowry as administra- 
tor of the estate.

NEW YORK. September 5.—The stock market was 
less active, and while generally strong throughout 
the day way subjected to several fractional setbacks 
which gaveita somewhat unsettled appearance. 
The result of the day’s trading, however, is to leave 
most all the active list materially higher than last 
evening, though mostly for small fractions. Alto- 
gether there was much less go to dealings, but 
London was still a purchaser and tiie demand for 
stocks continued, which steadily advanced quota- 
tions, though interest was centered ina few stocks 
more than usual of iate. Erie securities were more 
prominentthan for some time and buying in that 
stock more spirited. The most marked movement 
among the active list, however, was in Missouri 
Pacifie, which, while less active than many of the 
list, was bid up by a few brokers, and the price was 
well maintained tothe last. Most of the stocks 
which have been prominent of late, such as.Union 
Pacific, 8. Pauland Western Union, coal stocks 
mud the Northern Pacific group, were all active, but 
dealings developed no special feature. Among the 
low priced shares Ohio and Mississippi was conspic- 
uous for both strengthand activity, splendid crops 
along the line of road being given asa stimulating 
cause for new demand. Chesapeake and Ohio and 
Norfolk and Western preterred were also conspicu- 
ous. Norfolk and Western preferred closed 1‘, per 
cent higher.

NAVAL STORES DULL. 


The Quotations in: Savannah — Nothing 


Doing. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 5.—[Special.]— 
The market for low grades of rosin is suffering from 
paralysis. Never before in thehistory of the Savan- 
nah market has the price been so low, and it 
threatens to go stilllower. Butit cannot get much 
duller than it is. Factors are doing absolutely 
nothing with grades below M except receiving 
them, Everything helow G is quoted at 75 cents 
today. On the blackboard in the board of 
trade rooms the words ‘dull g¢@nd nomi- 
nal’ are written over. G, Somebody of- 
fered 70 cents, it owas said, but no 
sale was made. Water white is ten cents higher 
than it was a year ago today, and window gag is 
quoted at the same figures that it sold for last ye} 
on the corresponding day. All other grades are 
from W, 3 to 27 cents lower than they were in 1887, 
At75 cents a barrel, the manufacturer scarcely 
comes out even on his rosin. Some may even make 
a loss on it. Low grades are still coming, too 
the manufacturers evidently having not discovere 
the realcondition. Itis piling upin the yards and 
will be apt to continue todo so, because there is 
not apt to be sales of @onsequence made for some 
time tocome. All the dealers seen in reference to 
the low price attributed it largely tothe lack of 
freight room. Itis next to impossible to ship naval 
Sstor.s by water now from this port, 
buyers will not fouch  _rosinég 
There is one vessel’ in port loading 
now, but there is no telling when another will 
come, They could be brought here by the promise 
of big freight, but the buyers are not offering preml- 
ums for cLarters. Shipping is vetting good rates in 
the north for all petroleum and grain, and is not 
seeking naval stores. 

Cotton is quite a different sort.of freight, and will 
draw shipping here. Turpentine generally takes 
care of itself, but it seems to be helpless, and will go 
ou piling up here unless the farmers Stop shipping 
it. A change for the betteris not looked for for 
several weeks, 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, September 5.—If any one was disap- 
pointed inthe actionof the wheat market at the 
regular session today, it was the person who antici- 
pated something decisive. It was not dull for the pit 
was filled and a fair trade done. The outside range 
until near close was lc, which made a fair day. The 
Chicago market had the distinction of being the 
strongestin the country. Cables were conflicting 
on European weather and agreed on firm but quiet 
markets abroad. Returns from exportsin the north- 
west were encouragiig tothe bulls. At New York 
there was a waiting market, waiting for longs to 
unload, Herlongs did unload quite freely early, 
and put December from 9484 to 944<c, and when the 
inarket did not break wiih the welght the trade 
turned buyers, and putthe price up to .95i¢c._ Be- 
tween 9474295 there was a contest during the clos- 
ing honr, and atten minutes before the close the 
bears succeeded in pounding price to 9444e. October 
sold Letween 95¢ and.

Wheat closed at 1p. m. at #4%c for Decem- 
ber. This was 4c over bottom forthe day and c 
under last night. 

The corn pit was very thinly settled and those 
present were not over eager to do business, The 
trading forthe day was highest for weeks.

The Seasons E qualize Themselves as They 
Come Around. 

Do you know that the weather has a way of 
coming round all right on the home stretch, 
like Mark Twain’s watch? —.- 

Last year, for instance, the rainfall at Pal- 
estinc, Texas, was fifteen inches below the 

verage of the last ten yeass, and this year it 
is sixteen inches above thenormal. The prob- 
ability is thatin rainfall the excess of 1888 will 
balance the deficiency of 1887. 

Observer Perry, who has been in the signal 
service for seventeen years, says that he has 
never known it to fail that when one year was 
above or below the normal op rainfall, the 
next year would bring it back ap ‘proximately 
toa balance. The same is trne of tempera- 
ture, except that it balances itself in one 
year. It believes in short settlerfients and 
long friends; it don’t run its accounts over. 

For instance, at Atlanta the temperature of 
the first five months of the ycar was 103° above 
the normal for that time. The temperature ef 
June was 23° belew the normal. That brought 
the average down to 83 above the normal for 
the first half of the year. 

The second half oi the year began vigorously 
toreduce the average, and July went 55° be- 
low the normal. ‘This reduced the balance of 
excess to 28°. 

August took a cat-in-the-well turn and went 
29° above the normal. That ran our balance 
of excess up to 57°. 

This means that we are to have during the 

rest of the year weather colder than the “aver- 
age. 

Does this apply to Florida? 

Mr. Perry thinks it does. He says that 
Jacksonvilie’s OXCEOSS of temp erature is about 
as great as Atianta’s, and he thirfks it will 
come down. 

Thisis the deduction he makes from his 
owh experience o f seventeen years, an‘ litis a 
comforting one for the people of Jacksonville.

STRIPED CRIMINALS. 
Fifteen Hundred and Sixty-Six 
in the Penitentiary. 


One Hundred and Seyenty Murderers—Bur- 
glars in the Majority—The Criminal 
Element in Cities. 

Yesterday afternoon, while Mr. E. T. Shu- 
brick, the assistant keeper of the Georgia 
penitentiary, was hard atwork at the capitol, 
a representative of Tuz ConstiTuTIon dropped 


The ample table in front of the toiler was 
strewn with papers and his brow was ‘‘sicklied 
o’er with the pale cast of thought.”’ 

The sunshine broke through the clouds upon 
his brow, as he looked up and said: 

“Come right in, and have a seat.” 

‘Hard at it, are you ?”’ 

“Yes, plenty of work.” 

“That's good. What are you up to, any- 
how ?’’ 

“Well, I am getting up some penitentiary 
data.’’ 

‘Penitentiary data? Well, that’s interest- 
ing. How about a few points?” 

“Certainly. What do you want to know?” 

“Let me see—how many people are in the 
penitentiary, anyhow ?”’ | : 

“The total number of convicts in the peni- 
tentiary on the ist of August, 1555, was 
1,566.” 

“Whopee! Don’t that show a big increase 
in the last fow years ?”’ 

“Nota bit of it. Three years and a half 
avo, when I came into this office, there were 

533 convicts in the penitentiary. In abouta 
month the number will be smaller than now, 
because the discharges will exceed the recep- 
tions.’’ 

“How many are in for life ?”’ 

“The total number under sentence for life 
foots up 203.” 

‘‘For what crimes ?”’ 

“Well, there are 170 in for murder, 23 for ar- 
son, 6 for riot and 2 for bestiality.”’ 

‘What seems to be the most popular crime 
with the wicked people?”’ 

“Burglary. There are 549 convicts in the 
penitentiary for that crime. That is a trifle 
over 35 per cent of the whole number of the 
inmates of the penitentiary.”’ 

‘Flow many are in for larceny ?”’ 

‘The total number in the penitentiary for 
larceny, in all.of its forms, is 256. That in- 
cludes horse stealing, larceny from the home, 
person, etc. But there are only 14 conyicts in 
the penitentiary for larceny after trust. That 
shows that the human family are more worthy 
of trusts than many people might think.” 

‘Go on please—anything interesting ?”’ 

“There are 124 convicts in the penitentiary 
for the crime of rape, cr assault to rape, and 
there are 200 1n for assault with intent to mur- 
der. 

*‘Of the total number of convicts in the pen- 
itentiary 608 are confined for crimes against 
the person, such as murder, assault to murder, 
etc., and 955 are in custody for crimes against 
property, such as burglary, larceny, etc.”’ 

‘Have you any kidnappers ?”’ 

“Yes,afew. There are only seven cases for 
kidnapping.” 

‘‘Are there any counties in Georgia which 
are not represented in the penitentiary ?”’ 

‘“Yes—there are five counties which have 
not a single convict in the penitentiary.” 

‘‘Name them, guick.”’ 

“Murray, Towns, Johnson, Catoosaand Col- 
quitt.”’ 

“Tiurrah for that quintette!’’ 

‘Then there are nine counties which have 
only one convict each in the penitentiary. 
They are Schley, Fayette, Glascock, Haber- 
sham, Ileard, Miller, Charlton, Dawson and 
Echols.”’ 

‘*That’s a record to be proud of. Which is 
the leading convict county in Georgia.’’ 

‘Chatham has the largest number of con- 
victs in the penitentiary. She has 163, and is 
closely followed by Fulton, which has 133. 
Then there is a big skip to Museogee from 
which there are 55.- Bibb comes next with 
54. Richmond has only 35, Floyd 27, and so 
on to the end of the chapter.”’ 

‘That showing contains food for 
don’t it?” 

“It certainly does. It indicates that the 
criminal element is concentrated in the larger 
cities. Justthink of it. Six counties furnish 
440 convicts to the penitentiary.” | 

‘“‘Hlow about criminals doing so again after 
having been GCischarged ?”’ 

“Ah, I’m glad you asked that question, and 
it gives me great pleasure to say that after 
close investigation an estimate has been made 
which, while not absolutely accurate, approxi- 
mates the truth. That estimate shows that 
only about 5 per cent of the convicts in the 
Gecorgia penitentiary are serving the second or 
more sentences. Thatis to say, about that 
percentofthe turned out convicts are re- 
turned.’’ 

“A most creditable showing.” 

“Yes, a yery fine showing for the state. It 
demonstrates that the penitentiary is largely 
reformatory in its effects. You know that 
from 500 to 700 convicts are discharged from 
the penitentiary yearly.’’ 

The above noted salicnt features will be em- 
bodied in the exhaustive and absolutely accu- 
rate biennial report of Principal Keeper 
Towers, which promises to be a most interest- 
ing paper.

Mr. Teller objected to the proposed amend- 
ment as not being: off ered in time, and the ob- 
jection was sustained. ;

I fe 
free to say, in answer to tl 
senator from Georgia, (Mr. Lrown) th 
nd commuznication of any kind has come 
the president of the United States, in regza 
totive treaty. i believe that that is a fac 
and the whole of our action on the bill is base 

upon an assumption that, because a- distl 
uished member of the house of represent 
tives brought it in and had it hurried throug 
the house. it wasidone with the sanction of 
administration. We certainly ought not to 
Satisfied with that.”
